Detailed plans for the depot in 
tion of the new Santa Fe depot in 
Upland have reached the point 
“where it is expected they will be 
in the hands of bidders in a few 
days,” C. G. Fluhr, district super- 
intendent of the Santa Fe railway 
system, said in a letter to the Up- 
land chamber of commerce. “I am 
hopeful of seeing some progress in 
connection with the new station 
within 30 days.” 

It was learned last week that 
steps have been started for raz- 
ing a portion of the station and 
Mr. Fluhr’s letter gives the as- 
surance that early start of work 
is likely on the new station.

Believing that most of the op- 
position to the proposed Chaffey 
auditorium bonds will come from 
persons not fully informed on the 
project, a group of interested in- 
dividuals is tcday preparing an 
|intensive campaign of education 
on the proposal. 

Whether bonds totaling $195,- 
000 are to be issued will be decided 
at a special bond election Oct. 2. 


Special speakers at various 
;meetings in the community and 


will explain the 
need for an auditorium, explain 
why it is impossible to build such 
;}a project without the issuance 
lof bonds and answer other ques- 
tions that have arisen. 

School laws prevent boards of 
education from creating reserve 
funds, It is, therefore, impossible 
to create a building fund over a 
period of years for the financing 
of a $400,000 project. Issuance of 


jbonds is looked upon as the only 


feasible 
money. 

The principal objection to bonds 
is that the intereest tctal payable 


means of providing the 


; over a period of years is so large. 
|In the proposed auditorium bonds, 
| however, 


interest will be a min- 
imum, not over 3'% per cent. The 
bonds are to be all paid within 
10 years. 

Many of the people responding 
in the recent Chaffey poll on the 
auditorium project wrote their 
views and in many cases the 
warning was given “not to make 
the auditorium too small.” 

Seating capacity of the pro- 
posed building will be 2500. Those 
planning the structure are look- 
ing to the future, as well as 
recognizing the immediate needs. 

“How large will the Chaffey 
community be 10 and 15 years 
from now?” is a question fre- 
quently asked. Considerable 
growth is anticipated. An audi- 
torium large enough to meet the 
future needs is planned. 

Chaffey district’s share in the 
| cost of the entire project will be 
about 50 per cent. If the bonds 
are approved it will mean that 
the federal government will con- 
tribute $185,000 toward the con- 
struction of the auditorium.
